LL the French Troops that are in this 
Kingdom, have receiv’d Orders to hold 
themfelves ready to embark; and French 
Tranfport-Ships are expected to carry 
them to Toulon or Martfeilles. 

Rome, March 19. Cardinal Aquaviva, who ar- 
rivd here yefterday from Atri in the Kingdom of 
Naples, will make his publick Entry to Morrow, 
and on Thurfday nexc will go to the Palace with a 
great Cavalcade to receive his Cardinal's Hat from 
the Pope’s Hands. The Pope takes great Pains to 
dilpofe to Peace the Potentares concern’d in the 
prefent War, and_ has fent new Inftructions on that 
Subject to his Nuncioes at Vienna, Madrid, and 
Paris. The Cardinals de la Tremouille and del 
Giudice have been fome Days at Albano, whither 
the Ambaffadors of King Philip of Spain and of the 
Republick of Venice have made feveral Journies 
tothem. On Tuefday next the Affair of the double 
Election to the Bifhoprick of Munfter, will ‘tis faid 
be finally decided. 

Ferrara, March 22. By exprefs Order from 
Prince Eugene, all the German Troops began to 
retire Yefterday out of the Ecclefiaftical Territories, 
aking their March towards the Mantuan. ' 

Trent, March 23. By Command from Prince 
Eugene, 7 or 800 Recruits, which arriv’d here 
fcme Days ago out of Tyrol, together with a 
Convoy of Stores of War, are to hale here till 
further Order : "Tis thought they will be order’d 
to return to Auftria, to be employ’d in Hungary. 
Since the Accomodation between the Imperialifts 
and the French in Italy, the Price of Corn is leffen’d 
one Half in this Country. 

Munich, March 28. The raifing of Men in this 
EleGtorate for the Service of the King of Sweden 
is continued. The greareft. part of the Ammuni- 
tion that was in the Magazines in this Country,

‘Tis given out by the Court, 
that our Army in the Netherlands will be more 
numerous and better appointed this Summer, than 
ithas been in any of the former Campaigns; and 
that notwithftanding our paft Difgraces our Ge- 
nerals will venture a general Engagement... The 
common Advices of rhe 20th of laft Month from 
Madrid, import, that King Philip went away that 
Morning with the Queen to Buen-retito, there to 
continue till Eafter; and that there appear'd no 
Likelihood of his» Majefty’s going to the Army 
this Campaign. The Army commanded by the 
Duke of Berwick was encamp'd near Venta de 
Indio. on. the Frontier of Valencia ; and that of the 


Enemy under the Cannon of Alicant ; whence the 
confedérate Fleet was ready to fail for Lisbon. 


Falmouth, April6. To Day pafs’d by this Pisce 
Her Majefty’s Ships the Falkland and Medway’s- 
Prize, with between 30 and 40 Merchant Ships un- 
der their Convoy, bound for New/oundland. Ye- 
fterday putin here the Cornelia Dogger of Amfter- 
dam trom Bourdeaux for Rowerdam, with Wine, 
Edward Mull ck Mafter. The faid Mafter, and 
a French Gentleman that came over with hima 
Paffenger, report, that in the Country within fome 
Leagues of Bourdeaux, is a very confiderable Body 
of Men in Arms (:o the Number of no lefs than 
3° Or 40000) againft the Government ; that they 
have potiefs’d themfelves of a Place of Strength in 
which are 36 Pieces of Cannon ; and that having 
been furnmon’d by the Marfhal de Montrevel to lay 
down their Arms and return to their Dwellings on 
Promife of Pardon, they have declar’d they will 
not {ubmit on any other Terms, than on the aual 
Redrefs of the Grievances and Ofpretfion thte Go- 
vernment have made them fuffer. The French 
Paffenger that came over with Captain Mullock, 
was a confiderable Merchant of Montpslier, who 
having taken Time to difpofe of all his Effects b 
Degrees and remitted the Produce to Holland, re 
as not to haye it taken Notice of, at length found 
Means to leave France himfelf. 

Plymouth, April6. To Day came in two Dutch 
Ships bound for Rotterdam, and a Swede for 
Stockholm, all three from France. To Day likewife 
came in the Expedition, Kingfton, Weolwich, 
Greenwich, Portland, Severn, Deal-Caftle, Lynn, 
Scarborough, and Dolphin, with about 40 Merchant 
Ships under their Convoy for the Weft-Indies, Vir- 
ginia, &e. 

Yarmouth, April 7. Yefterday pafs’d through this 
Road about 60 Sail of light Colliers withour Con- 
voy : And this Morning pafs’d through her Maje- 
fty’s Sloop the Merlin with fume Light Colliers 
under her Convoy, for Newcaftle.
